SCOTCH IN EVERYTHING, 


Marquis of Bute Keeps Up All the 
Old Customs. 

Another son has been born to the 
Marquis of Bute, who is one of the 
few millionaire English peers, his 
father leaving an estate which was 
valued at over five million pounds 
‘His acreage in Se«tland is of vast ex 
tent, but his immense wealth is cnief- 
ly derived from the town of Cardiff. 
And he is as rich in titles as in world- 
ly goods, as he holds eleven peerages 
and one baronetcy. 

Lure Bute has :nhetited some of his 
lat. father's characteristics. He doves 
not care much for society, but is de- 
voted to everything Scotch, often 
wears the kilt. and keens his own pi- 
per, who wakes the household at day- 
break with the sound of his bagpipes 

But the marquis failed to inherit 
his father’s literary tastes, and, again 
unlike his parent—who is said never 
to have fired a gun in his life—the 
present peer >i a keen sportsman, 
and has shot big game in Asia and 
in Central Africa. 

At Cardiff Castle the late marquis 
started open-air grape growing, which 
has achieved a measure of success. 
4 Mount Stuart House, Rothesay, an 
immense Gothic structure of red 
sandstone, with a pillared hall lined 
with Italian marbles, kangaroos and 
beavers were introduced into the park 
by the late peer, but never became 
acclimitized. 

Mount Stuart is also the scene of a 
well-nuthenticated ghost in the per- 
son of Robert III. of Scotland. Cardiff 
Castle has many treasures, tor the late 
marquis lavished money with a pro- 
digal hand in the adornment of his 
ancestral home, the ancient citadel 
were Robert, Duke of Normandy, eld- 
est son of the Conqueror, was kept 
a prisoner for many years, and sub- 
jected to awful tortures. 

T +: most notable features of the 
castle are, perhaps, the magnificent 
clock-tower, the lovely oratory, and 
the wonderful summer and _ winter 
smoking-rooms, with their frescoed 
walls and tiled and vaulted ceiliny- 
painted with celestial symbols dut 
the whole place bears fitting testi 
mony to the singularly happy mottu 
Butes: 

“He flourishes with ancestral honor.” 


The Market at Kingston. 


“One of the most interesting spec- 
tacles I ever witnessed,’’ says a man 
who recently paid a rather lengthy 
visit to Jamaica, ‘is the market at 
Kingston. As you perhaps know, 92 
per cent. of the population of Jamaica 
is colored. The natives, for the most 
part, are a hard-working class of peo- 
p':, a large majority of them engaged 
in farming. On market days at King- 
ston you can see line after line of 
men, women and children carrying on 
their heads fruits and vegetables of al! 
kinds in baskets. Many of them come 
as far as 20 miles inland. They are 
all great walkers and do not seem to 
mind trudging 40 or 50 miles three 
times a week in order to get their 
supplies to Kingston. Those who can 
afford it use the donkey as a means 
of transportation, but the percentage 
is very small. They have the small- 
est donkeys in the world in Jamaica 
Many of them are no larger than a 
good-sjzed Newfoundland dog. The 
animals are very strong, however, and 
make excellent beasts of burden. 

“The Jamaica climate is frightfully 
trying on the system. While Kingston, 
the largest city, is an active place in 


| the daytime, at night it resembles a 


deserted village. The business people 
of the city all live on the outskirts of 
the town and after office hours it is 
rare that one ever sees more than half 
a dozen people on the streets. When 
{ got back home I thought the whole 
eity was in mourning, for I saw ss 
many dressed in black clothes. N¢ 
one in Jamaica ever dresses in black. 
Nearly all the natives wear white. 
which seems to protect them from the 
sun, You never see one attired in 
the conventional black suit.”
